The state closed its case with the

committing a crime—the state sought 
to produce evidence tending to show 
that Gallogly’s statement was false 
through presentation of a number of | 
witnesses whose testimony Mr. Boykin 
hoped would incriminate Gallogly in 
the series of robberies and the murder 
of Meeks. 

Gore Case Cited. 

TR solicitor-general cited a long 
series of appellate court decisions, in- 
cluding the case of Mell Gore, exe- 
cuted two years ago for participation 
in the Cheek murder. 


“Gore sought to gain his freedom on 
the plea that he was coerced and 
forced by Jack Wilson into taking 
part in the robbery of the Cheek store 
which resulted in the death of the pro- 
prietor,’ the solicitor-general argued,

show Gore's statement falee by the 
presentation of evidence that he pre- 
viously had of his own volition aided 
Wilson in a Gordon street robbery.

Defense Is Upheld. 


The jury was returned to the box 
and Howard Kendall, a friend of both 
Harsh and Gallogly, called to the 
stand. Judge Moore interrupted So- 
licitor General Boykin as he started 
to question the witness, ordered an- 
other recess and retired to his cham- 
bers for a few minutes. Returning he 
sent the jury back to its chambers and 
called a conference of counsel for the 
state and defense in his private office. 

After a lengthy private discussion, 
counsel and judge returned to the 
courtroom and Judge Moore announced 
that he had reversed his ruling, his 
second and final decision being not to 
permit the evidence. concerning other 
robberies and the Meeks murder to be 
presented to the jury. 

Mahoney then was recalled to give 
his version of statements made to the 
jury by Gallogly. The defendant had 
said that Mahoney accompanied them 
almost to the door of the store in 
which Smith was killed and that the 
state's witnesst knew of the plan to 
hold up the store. 

Statement Denied. 


This Mahoney denied. He said that 
he dropped Harsh and Gallogly from

appropriation for this purpose, =

cost was Alabaina, with a figure of 
05 cents, Florida is the highest, With 
32 cents per capita. Texas spent: the 
largest total amount, $414,666.62, with 
South Carolina lowest, with $88,- 
321.68. Georgia, in total spent, rattked 
next to lowest with $116,865.32.

Claiming that the race problem is 
not a sectional nor national problem, 
but a matter ef universal interest, 


York. president of the Federal Council 
of Churehes, Wednesday afternoon 
told an audience at Gammon seminary 
that “America has the opportunity to 
do the world a great service. by find- 
ing means by which diverse races may 
live side by side in mutual*good will | 


Bishop McConnell is delivering a 
series of addresses at Gammon. semi- 
nary on “The Wider Significance of ; 
Problem.” Other  ad- 
dresses will be delivered at %:30 
o'clock this afternoon and Friday at 
11 o'clock in the morning and 3:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

Problem Not Sectional. 

“The race problem in eur country 
is not sectional,” Bishop McConnell 
said. “No section has a right to as- 
sume a ‘holier than thou’ attitude to- 
ward any other. It is not even an | 
American problem. nor one exclusive- 
ly of white and black relationships. 
Instead, it is a human problem of 
world-wide extent. 

“It happens, however, that Ameri- 
ca, and particularly the south, oc- 
cupies a position of peculiar impor- 
tance in relation to the ‘problem, so 
that our leadership in this field is ‘al- 
most certain to influence the world 
vastly. 

“T am not afraid of the uprising of 
the tinted races that some have pre- 
dicted, but I am afraid that ypless! 
we speedily build a bridge of jistice! 
and cooperation the chasm of misun- 
derstanding and distrust may become 
so deep as to be impassable.” 

Urges Calmness. 

Bishop McConnell emphasized the 
necessity of looking at the race prob- 
lem objectively and witheut passion, 
seeking to see its world-wide aspects, 
and to make all possible allowances 
for honest human mistakes and incon- 
Sistencies, 

The distinguished clergyman also 
will address an interdenominational 
mass meeting at 7:30 o'clock tonight 
at the Wesley Memorial church under 
the auspices of the Atlanta Christian 
council, 

Bishop McConnell, who succeeded 
Dr. Parkes Cadman as president of the 
Federal Churches of Christ, commend- 
ed the Atlanta Christian council for 
the work it is doing.

Mr. Kettering told a Constitution rep- 
resentative in his apartmént at the 
Biltmore hotel Wednesday night. “By 
reducing overhead expenses, it has 
placed the liting standard of every 
American family on an entirely new 
basis. ' 

‘There's a great deal of discussion 
relative to the problem ‘of growing 
mass production, but none need. wor- 
ry. It is with us on a permanent 
basis, and I ‘believe that the next 10 
years will see an improvement in liv- 
ing standards that will even exceed 
that of the past decade, and it will 
be the result of mass preduction.” 

Still Limited in Scope. 
Mr. Kettering pointed out the fact 


tric refrigeration—in which he is pri- 
marily interested—Mr. Kettering pre- 
dicted that mass production in years 
to. come will, lace them more effec- 
tually within the means of all classes 
and that improvements will be rapid 
and far-reaching. 

“There's nothing*to fear from mass 
production,’ he declared.

“The principle of color photography 
was old, and the only new thing de- 
veloped was the ease with which it 
now is available ‘in the home, he 
stated. “It has proved a great’ suc- 
cess, and we are highly gratified at 
results obtained.”

My first venture into New York 
with a fight was the staging of the 
Jess Willard and Frank Moran affair 
at Madison Square Garden. 

The scrap was looked forward to 
with considerable interest, but it was 
not regarded as a real big fistic event. 
Fights were limited to 10 rounds and 
no decision could be givep. In other 
words, a championship fight could not 
well be decided in Madison Square 
Garden. Of course, if one man knock- 
ed the other out within 10 rounds the 


decision was obvious. The _ referee, 
however, could not announce the win- 
ner of a fight on points. 

Big Cattle Ranch. 

Contrary to the belief of many I 
had no connection with the Willard- 
Johnson fight in which Willard be- 
came chatipion. At that time 1 was 
busy with my mining and other busi- 
ness interests out in. Nevada. Also I 
had under consideration the opera- 
tion of a big cattle ranch down in 
South America. 

Frank Moran had gained a lot of 
prominence» and many believed thax 
he would eventually win the heavy- 
weight championship from Willard. 
There was so much talk of this that 
I saw the drift of public interest. 
I decided to try my hand again. 

My leasing of Madison Square Gar- 
den for this affair may give you 
a fair idea of what it costs to put 
on a fight. Of course, I was saved 
the expense of building an arena— 
the fight did not justify it—but the 
Garden. for that one night cost me 
$15,000. That gave me the idea of 
| eventually getting the Garden for my 
own use. That was a long time 
ahead, though. 

Fighters _ Sign. 

IT had little difficulty in getting 
Willard and Moran to sign for the 
fight. My experience in Goldfield and 
Reno had gained me a certain amount 
of good standing in the minds of the 
fight people. ‘They knew, anyway, 
that I would make good anything I 
promised, 

The fight itself’ went 10 rounds 
without a decision. It was not a 
wonderful scrap. The fans knew that 
no championship was to be decided, 
unless by chance one should knock 
the other out in the 10 rounds. 

Just the same the Willard-Moran 
fight drew a house that paid $152.,- 
000. Of this amount I paid Willard 
$47,500 and Moran $23,750—a total 
of $71,250. On top of this was the 
expense of running the show, such as 
preliminaries, officials, attendants, 
and so on, all this in addition to the 
$15,000 rental. I made some money, 
but not a great deal. 

Jess Willard, he was the most pow- 
erful looking man I ever saw. He 
was honest and straightforward, and 
there was no question about his be- 
ing game. Just the same you always 
felt that. his whole heart was not 
in the game. He did it purely as a 
matter of business, 
| le deseribes that best in a letter 
jto a friend which I think worth quot- 
|ing: 
| “Tf never could fight. never wanted 
to become a boxer and never cared 
for the boxing game,” he wrote. This, 
by the way, was after he had Jost 
his title, 


Powerful Fellow. 
| “[ knew that I was a big fellow 
‘and powerfully strong. I just sat 
‘down and figured that a man as big 
as me ought to be able to cash in on 
his size. That is what started me on 
the road to boxing. 

“So I got this boxing game into my 
head. I never liked it; in fact, hated 
it as I never hated a thing previous- 
ly, but there was money in it, I need- 
= the money and decide@ to go after 
it, 

“I never really knew how to fight. 
In the fights I engaged in I never 
could do anything to the other fel- 
low in the way of real damage, I 
simply couldn't do it. Harming the 
(other fellow seemed to me to be cruel. 
‘and so Jong as the other fellow didn't 
_harm me much I couldn't see any rea- 
\son why I should harm him. 

“IT never hurt any of my opponents 
fore the eighth round, beeause not 
|}one of them was able to hurt me much 
before the eighth round, and when 
‘they did hurt me I got real mad and 
Just swung on them and settled mat- 
ters as quickly as I could.

Many of these injuries can not be 
laid to the rules. They are rather 
the result of a coach or a_ traimer 
permitting a boy to play when the 
safe and conservative thing to do is 
to keep him on the bench until he has 
completely recovered from some bruise 
or strain. Often the boy either is 
afraid to say, that ke still feels out 
of shape, for fear of being thought 
without courage, or lie is so eager to 
win and hold his place on the team 
that he conceals his real condition. 

Great Temptation. 

And to the coach whose job de- 
pends upon winning, or to one who 
has a temperament which ill brooks 
defeat, it is a great temptation tv 
take a chance on a star player or 
one who may make the difference be- 
tween defeat and victory. I have 
heard coaches say: “I hated to send 
him out there on a bad@nkle, but 1 
had to use him. I hadn't anybody 
else.” 

In that case it would be consid- 
erably better to unwrap the coonskin 
coat from some able-bodied under- 
graduate in the stand, thus giving a 
sound man a chance to die for his 
alma mater, 

The average college boy has put less 
than a third of his life behind -him. 
To travel the other two-thirds on a 
bad ankle or weak knee is too much 
to pay for one football game.
